Newspaper dispatches from Vien- 
na by way oí Switzerland and Paris 
report the renewal of active opera- 
tions by the Austrians against the 
Montenegrins. 
One Austrian amiy 
is declared to be 
marching 
along 
towards the Antivari, the seaport of 
Scutari, Albania, while detachments 
of the Austrian forces are said to 
,be within fifteen miles of Scutaii 
' itself. 


Recent dispatches have stated that 
the seat of the Montenegrin govern- 
ment had been established at Scu- 
tari. 


The declaration in a Vienna dis- 
patch received today 
denjring 
re- 
ports that the 
peace 
negotiations 
between Austria and Montenegro had 
been broken off may be explained by 
the fact that the dispatch was a be- 
lated one filed yesterday. 
All the 
advices from the Montenegrin side 
continue to indicate the contrary. A 
Paris message today reiterates the 
declaration that Montenegro has de- 
cided to fight to the end, the an- 
nouncement x^oming from the Monte- 
negrin consul

A Vienna estimate of the capture 
by the Teutonic allies during seven- 
teen months of the war puts the 
number of prisoners at nearly three 
million with 10,000 guns and 40,- 
000 machine guns, 
while 
470,00r 
square kilometers of hostile terri- 
tory have becri c^upied. 


Paris, Jan. 21.—The fipTiPva corresj^on- 
dent of the Temps says that, aceordiiiii 
to dispatches from Virniia, an artivc re- 
newal of military oppralions has been 
Tindertaken by the Austrians in i^Ionte- 
negi'o. General Koevess' army is in the 
movement, according to these advices, 
and one Austro-Himgarian division is 
advancing in the general Ottinje-Pog- 
goritza- direction, while another is mov- 
ing soiitli along the Atkiatic coast to- 
ward Antivaria. 


Other detachments of lesB strength are 
reported to be in Albania within fifteen 
kilometers of Scutari.

The Roosevelt Way. 


Upon the subject, "Fear God and Take Your Own Part," Colo- 
nel Roosevelt delivered an impassioned address at Philadelphia 
Thursday night before the Americanization congress that is interest- 
ing and valuable as outlining the ex-president's views regarding the 
duty of the United States in seeking a larger nationalism and in 
dealing Avith the problems raised by the war. Summarized, some of 
the points on which the colonel placed most emphasis were : 


"I do not believe in a large regular army. 
''There should be a great munitions plant in the southern iron 
fields. 


''Efficiency can not be attained under forty-eight conflicting 
sovereignties. 


"We can not pass prosperity around if it is not there to pass 
around. 


"Germany offers a striking example of national efficiency on a 
gigantic scale. 


"Gennany's success in peace has been due to her insistence upon 
the very qualities which have made her successful in war. 


"The man who loves other nations as much as he does his own 
country stands on a par with a man who loves other women as much 
as he does^his own wife. 


"The war has made it evident that treaties are worthless to pro- 
tect any nation unless backed up by armed force. 
Adequate pre- 
paredness is necessary. 


"During the last three years of American peace more of our citi- 
zens have been killed by Mexicans, Germans, Austrians and Haitians 
than were killed during the Spanish war. 


"Germany has been far in advance of us in securing national co- 
hesion, in requiring both from the great employer and from the man 
who toils with his liands the fullest and most complete loyalty to the 
nation, 


"No commerce commission, or railway commission, or public 
utility commission is worth its salt unless it will stand unflinchingly 
against any popular clamor which prevents the corporation from get- 
ting ample p.i:ofits. 


"Men who do not understand how Germany's industrial system 
is worked speak as if it were all done only by supersision and inter- 
ference on the part of the government and in consequence by the de- 
struction of all individual initiative. This is not the fact. 


"I advocate universal military service because it would be a 
potent means of securing a quickened social conscience; because it 
would' help us greatly industrially, and because it would put us 
where, if necessarj^ we shall be able to defend ourselves against ag- 
gression." 


It is undoubtedly true that in the past few years a good deal of 
the popular idolatry for Colonel Roosevelt has waned, and the Ameri- 
can people are not disposed to take him so seriously as was once their 
wont. His disposition for "seeing red" has isolated a great many of 
his former followers, yet as an ex-president and as a conspicuous fig- 
ure in American life his Views are not only interestmg, but they carrj' 
considerable weight. In his Philadelphia address Colonel Roosevelt 
has set them forth with amazing conciseness. He has gotten them off 
his mind, and he probably doesn't care a rap whether we agree with 
him or not.

the only specific for 
malarial d i s e a ^ 
known to medicine, 
this drug Wits formerly obtained from 
plants f?ro<i(^n in the Andes, but .Java is 
notv- thft thief source. Shipments of cin- 
chona, 'bark • from Java have materially j 
dir/iTnished. while the output of the 
Larsfe German factories, which formerly 
produced 7,000,000 ounces of quinine an. 
nually, has been cut off by the war. 


While Europe is still obtaining 
a v 
enormous supply of quinine, it is bein^j 
used almost exclusivelv for the army, 
and this accounts for the fact that no 
quinine is coming to the United States. 
A real program of preparedness would 
take into account the fact that drugs 
are as necessary as medical attention 
in the army, and every possible step 
should be Uken either to foster the 
manufaoiure of quinine in the United 
State« or to store up a sufficient sup- 
ply for the future.

fortunate recipients of the income. 


It is to a considerable extent the 
wealth of this country, represented in 
these vpry incomes, that makes it a 
tempting 
object 
for 
atéack. 
Simple 
justice requires that the possessors of 
this wealth bear their fair share of th 
expense of the national defense.

Washington, Jan. 21.—^Eßgurdlcsä of 
the merits of the case, it must bo nn- 
mitted that the anti-preparedness iorceß 
in congress were pretty shrew ci in put- 
tinit forward General Isaac Ii. Sher- 
wood, of Ohio, to open their camoaign 
afiiinst the preeident'e program. 
• For the general is not only a well be- 
loved figure in the house and thus cei- 
tain to command, on personal ground«-, 
the close attention of 
his collea^es, 
bui his remarks on the preparedness 
program has additional "punch" and 
political significance for three reasons. 
First, a« everybody knows, because he 
is. an old soldier, the only union gen- 
eral surviving from the civil war; sec- 
ond, because he is a democrat of unim- 
peachable, standing, and, third, because 
he is known to be a close student of the 
existi^ military establishment. 
The 
general's military library is i^aid to be 
one of the largest in Washington, out- 
side of the regular army circles. 
His 
position in general is that the country 
should have a small but highly officient 
army. 


"And when I say small and efficient,*' 
said the general the other day in dis- 
cussing his views in the headquarters of 


the anti-preparedness committee in the 
Mimsey building, "I don't meac small 
and expensive. 


"That's what we've got now, a costly 
and inefficient establishment. Why, you 
take West Point. In many Avays, Waax 
Point is the key to the situation, for 
the things which the 
boys leam at 
West Point are the things which they 
will believe in and practice when th<iy 
get into the service. Back in 1879 when 
Grant was president, the appropriation 
for West Point was .$116.000, which in- 
cluded $2,000 to pay for the yearly lam- 
horee of the congressional conimitt^o. 
Now the appropriation is more than 
two and a half million. 
It costs to 
educate a student at West Point more 
than $4,800 a year, while at the Uni- 
versity of Ann Arbor the average rate 
is $448 a year. 


"You go up to West Point and you 
will find 180 regular army privates on 
duty there at a cost of $50,000 and no- 
body knows what they are there for. 
You look into 'the books and yo i will 
find an order for $7,380, pay for the 
military band and 12 enlisted 
musi- 
cians; that seems all right. 
Then you 
run across another item of $5,184 pav 
for 12 additional musicians. 
Your eye 
goes down the page and you find $5,760, 
pay for 16 additional 
enlisted 
musi- 
cians, and an additional pay for lengtli 
of services of $5,000. 
In other words 
the-total amount for music for West 
Point for one year is $24,000. Martial 
music, hey? or dance music 
When 
music, heavenly maid, was young, she 
did not come that high!" The general 
thinks that West Point ought to look 
less like a cluster of palaces and more 
like a barracks.

violence,

talked about a divorce and told her to 
get a decree, or he would, and threaten- 
ed to dispose of his property and leave 
the country so that she Moiild be able 
to obtain none of his holdings. On one 
occasion, it is set out, ho took a revol- 
ver from a draAvcr • and leftthe room 
with the declaration that lie was going 
to commit 
suicide, returning 
shortly 
and saying he had tried to end his life, 
but that the weapon twice failed to p:o 
off.

ment is selling electricity for heating 
purposes at astonishingly low rates in 
the tliriving Idaho towns of Rupert and 
Burley, where three out of every four 
buildings and homes, large and small, 
are being heated by electricity. 
Cur- 
rent for $1 to $1.25 j)er month per kilo- 
watt of capacity is being supplies as a 
by-product 
from 
the 
government s 
water-pow'er plant installed by the re- 
clamation service on the Minidoka re- 
clamation project. 
The primary pur- 
pose of the plant, located at the diver- 
sion dam on the Snake river, near Min- 
idoka, is to pump water for the .iriJ- 
gation o7 about 50,000 acres of land too 
high to be covered by gravity canals. 
The water has to be lifted about Trt 
feet and to do this 10,000 horsepower 
are required during the summer irriga- 
tion season. 
In winter, however, 
the 
greater part of this power would bo 
Avasted were it not for the development 
of electric heeting and this accounts 
for the low rates charged by the gov- 
ernment for power. 
The reveniie from 
heating would show' a loss if heating 
were the only 
purpose of the plant 
Sold as a by-product from an installa- 
tion required for other purposes elec- 
tric heat is helping to carry the cost 
of operation as well as serving tho 
cause of conservation. 


Rupffrt for a year has been iising 
electricity in its high school housing 
600 pupils for heating and ventilating 
and Burley has equipped a new school 
for 2,000 pupils with an elaborate and 
thoroughly modern heating plant. 
Hot 
water for tho entire building is heated 
electrically, and the domestic s-cieace 
department has a complete outfit of 
electric hot plates for use of individuivl 
students as avpII a.^ a large, electric 
range. 
These facilities are utilized by 
pupils coniing from distances in prepar- 
ation of mid-day luncheons. 
Burley, 
a hustling town of about 3,000 peopto, 
stands on ground that eight yeara pgo 
was part of a sage brush desert.

LESSON 
FOR JANUARY 23 


LESSON TEXT-Romans 8:12-30. 
GK)LDEN TEXT—As many as~are led by 
the spirit of God. these are the sons oi 
God.—Rom. 8:14. 


The connection of this lesson with 
¡the others of the series is in the fact 
that this chapter is a panegyric re- 
garding the spirit-filled life, the com- 
ing of which we have so recently 
studied 
Read prayerfully in this con- 
nection Gai. G:22, 26. 
We somehow 
feel tiiat we ought to study this entire 
chapter ratiier than that portion as- 
signed. The key to the whole is found 
in verse thirty-seven, "We are more 
than conqi^erors." If conquerors, how 
be more than conquerors? 
Very sim- 
ple. 
Some victories leave the victor 
so exhausted that he cannot possess 
nor enjoy his v i c t o r n o t so the spirit- 
filled. Christian for he is "more than 
conqueror." 


Previously in this epistle the spirit 
Is mentioned but once (5:5); in this 
chapter 
he 
is 
mentioned 
nineteen 
times. 
Over what is the spirit-fllled 
man conqueror? 


I. Over the Condemnation of Sin, 
V. 1. 
The spirit-filled Christian lives 
In another realm than that of the flesh 
(v. 9). 
The spirit removes us from 
the realm to that of the spirit, quick- 
ening us (i. e., making us alive who 
were dead in sins) to condemn sin In 
the flesh and enabling us to "walk 
not after the flesh, but after the 
spirit." 


II. Conquerors Over the Power and 


Dominion of Sin, vv. 2-4. 
While we 


etill have the body yet it is our priv- 
ilege, through the spirit's power at 
work within us, to put to death Ita 
deeds every day and each 
minute 
(Gal. 5:16, 22, 23). 
To live otherwise 
Is to displease God (v. 8). Those who 
surrender their lives to the control of 
the indwelling spirit are "sons of God" 
and therefore "free from the law of 
sin and death" (v. 2), for the same 
spirit that "raised from the dead" 
(v. 11) not alone makes us sons but 
gives us the same power. 


III. Conquerors Over Fear, v. 15. 
The righteousness of the law is ful- 
filled in us "who walk not after the 
flesh but after the spirit" (v. 4) and 
having received the "spirit of adop- 
tion" (i. e., being placed as sons) we 
cringe not before God in terror, nor 
call him a tyrant, or even ruler, but 
exclaim "Abba, my father." As "sons" 
we are spiritually minded and have 
"life and peace" (v. 6, Gal. 4:6), 


IV. 
Conquerors Over Suffering, v, 
18, 
We are joint heirs with Jesus "If 
BO be we suffer with him." 
Our posi- 
tion and heirship in Christ involves 
our 
participation 
in 
his 
sufferings 
(Gal. 0:17, n 
Tim. 2:11, 12, Acts 
14:22). 
What we often call afflictions 
are only discomforts and frequeiitly 
the results of our own foolish care- 
lessness. 
But as contrasted with his 
glory there is no comparison. 
Only 
eternity will enable us to comprehend 
what it means to be made perfect 
through suffering (Phil. 3:10, II Tim. 
2:12, Heb. 5:8). 
If we are heirs of 
all God has and all that God is, we 
are likewise an heir just as Christ is, 
and to the extent that Christ is an 
heir and hence to his sufferings (we 
suffer with him) though we are even 
there more than conquerors for like 
him we too shall rise 
triumphant 
"over all things." 


V. Conquerors Over Vanity, v. 20. 
This glory is contrasted with the crea- 
tion now subject to vanity, but which 
Is in degradation by comparison. 
The 
creature (v. 21) (i. e., creation) was 
made subject not willingly but by rea- 
son of him who subjected it in hope 
that the creation should yet be de- 
livered from the bondage to the prin- 
ciples of death and decay into the 
glorious liberty., or the liberty of the 
glory, of the children of God. 


VI. Conquerors Over Infirmities, v. 
26. 
The believer^ all-sufficiency and 
perfect securit/ in the Lord Jesus. We 
may not have all we want yet we have 
all we need (Phil. 4:19). 
This suffici- 
ency is in the privilege we possess iji 
praying "according to the will of God" 
—we know not how to pray as we 
ought but the spirit maketh interces- 
sion for us (v. 26); so also Christ, 
"who is at the right hand of God," 
Intercedes for us (v. 34). 
The spirit 
knows the mind of God the father, 
teaches us how to pray and at times 
places a yearning in our hearts too 
deep for our own comprehension. 


Even God must seareh the heart to 
know the mind of the spirit (v. 27) 
and 
in 
this 
God does 
"exceeding 
abundantly above all that we ask or 
think" (Eph. 3:20). 


VII. Conquerors Over All Things, v. 
28. The crowning privilege the spirit- 
fllled life has, is in knowing that all 
things work together for good and 
hence we are free from all possible 
anxiety of heart under any and all cir- 
cumstances. 
Whatever comes to me 
is a part of his "all things" and 
therefore i should be grateful because 
the outcome will be good. 
We are 
not tore-ordained to salvation irre- 
spective of what we may be or do but 
we are fore-ordained as bellevera "to 
be conformed to the image 
of 
his 
Son' (v, 29), Thus those who become 
candidates ate laos§^ected.

SYLVESTER JAIL 


Morning Shows the Lifeless 


Forms Strung to Tree 


Near Starkville. 


Albany, Ga., Jan. 
21.—Five 
ne^oes 
taken from the Worth county jail 
at 
Sylvester 
last 
night, 
were 
hanged 
to 
one limb of a tree on the outskirts of 
Starkville, .some time during the night. 
The 
bodies 
containing 
many 
bullet 
holes, were cold when found this morn- 
ing. 


Forty or fifty men acting with preci- 
sion indicative of 
carefully laid plans 
took the five negroes from the jail and 
sped away in automobiles. 
They •were 
being held in connection with the kill- 
ing of Sheriff Moreland, of Lee county, 
at the hands 
of 
negroes 
during 
the 
Christmas holidays. 


Starkville is a hamlet 
three 
miles 
from Leesburg, the county seat of Lee 
county. 
Cutting all wires leading north 
from Sylvester 
was 
included 
in 
the 
plans of the party. 
For that reason the 
fate of the negroes was not definitely 
known imtil hours after they had been 
lynched. 


OfScers Are Seized. 


At 10 o'clock last night Sheriff L. A. 
Potts and his jailer at Sylvester were 
awakened by four or five men who an- 
nounced that they had captured a negro 
and wa^nted to place him in jail. 
They 
were admitted, bearing a negro bound 
with ropes. Suspecting nothing the officers 
watclu'd the men as they calmly loosened 
the bonds. 
Suddenly the visitors seized 
the^officers and took the keys to the 
cells. 
Several more 
automobiles 
were 
driven in front of the jail and the men 
in them joined those who had preceded 
lliem. 
All who did not watch the two 
cITicer.-, hel])ed get the negroes, who were 
rushed out of the jail, bundled into the 
;nachines and started north at a rapid 
pace. 
The officers immediately attempt- 
ed to tele'phone to head ofl" the lynching 
party, but the wires had been cut.

pestiferous insects will be almost, if not 
entirely, missing from this locality. 


The (light of the 
bats

U. S. Public Health Service 


is Showing GN)od 


Results; 


Washington, Jan. 21.—Reduction ol^ 
typhoid fever and improvement in san- 
itary conditions have followed the. in- 
tensive investigations of rural commu' 
nities carried on by the United States 
public health 
service in 
co-operation 
with local and state health officers, ac- 
cording to the annual report ,of 
the 
surgeon general of that servicc. 
Dur- 
ing the past fiscal year 
16,369 rural 
homes in eight different states Mvere 
visited and many of them re-visited. In 
each of these homes information^ was 
obtained as to the prevalence of disease 
and insanitary conditions and a cbin- 
plete sanitary^survey of the premises 
conilucted. 
This was followed by re- 
inspections to 
determine 
if remedial 
measures had been instituted. In but a 
relatively small percentage of the cascJ 
did the persons concerned, after liaving 
their attention drawn to the danger of a 
parliicular unhygienic condition, fail to 
inaugurate corrective measures. 
Stim- 
ulus was given to the work by mean:< 
of public lect.ires, the formation of ae- 
tive sanitary organizations and the en- 
listing of all public spirited citizens in 
the 
campaigns 
for 
reform. 
Public 
buildings were also inspected and local 
authorities given expert advice in solv- 
ing such sanitary problems as the, dis- 
posal of excreta, the prevention of soil 
pollution and the maintenance of pure 
water supplies. 


The surveys made during the year 
1914 had shown that in rural commu- 
nities less than one per cent, of the 
homes had sanitary toilets and 
that 
more than fifty per cent, of the peojdc 
were using water from poTTuted sources. 
This condition, according to the public 
health 
service, made the rural 
sani- 
tation question loom large among the 
matters vitally affecting the welfare of 
the nation. 
Following these studies and 
as a result of the interest aroused, the 
tj'phoid fever rate, an excellent indi- 
cator of the sanitary status of a com- 
munity, has in some places frequently 
been cut to one-quarter of its previous 
figure, 
in Berkeley county, West Vir- 
-ginia, the cases of typhoid fever woro 
reduced from 249 to 40 in one year. 
In 
Qrange county, 
North 
Carolina, the 
rural sanitation campaign resulted in a 
reduction of the cases from 59 to 17, 


The tangible results of operations in 
rural sanitation indicate that marked 
advancement 
in maintaining 
hygienic 
and satisfaciory surroundings in coun- 
try districts is possible by the applica- 
tion of the common principles of pre- 
ventive medicine. 
Insanitary conditions 
exi.st largely 
because 
they are not 
known to be such. 
Actual demonstra- 
tions of 
their 
harnifulness, together 
Avith definite recommendations for their 
correction, 
remain 
one 
of the most 
gratifying and ^successful methods for 
instituting reforms and has been, in the 
experience of the public health service, 
invariably accomplished by definite and 
measurable results.

Niles, who flew upside down, looped the 
loop and gave an exhibition of Avhat is 
called "falling leaves," caused wonder. 
The great crowd: became frantic 
with 
cheering and became so unmanageable 


that it broke loose and rushed to the 
place where Mr. Niles had landed.

glincr that the" air man's assistants were 
able to force their way through and 
resci.e the machine as well ¡as the air 
man from the enthusiastic and some- 
what embarrassing acclamations or the 
crowd.

She 
has been in communication, she says, 
<vith the spirit of I'atience Worth, a 
. Koman believed to have existed in 
the Colonial days and who not only 
has. sent philosophical axioms that 
are, characteristic of the 
Puritans 
but'even has gone 
the extent of 
sending outlines of i)lays and es- 
says and Jia.s 
« xtonsivcly into 
tlie dictation of poetry. 
More than 
300,000 words 
have 
bocn received 
from this supposed 
spirit in tiiree 
years. 


Patience Worth talks in a strange 
English 
that is archaic 
and 
not 
found in the best authors and yet 
may have 
at one 
time 
been the 
tongue of inhabitants of this coun- 
try. 


Long condemned 
by religious as 
the direct agency 
of satan and by 
skeptics as the toy of the supersti- 
tious, the ouija board is being re- 
Stored to its own fornler popularity 
through the curiosity of society v^o- 
men. 


In many parts of the country so- 
ciety women are devoting théir time 
to "communicating" with spirits in 
thé other world. 
- Many strange results of such com- 
munications are reported and a so- 
ciety woman is unhappy indeed if 
she hasn't at least one good spirit 
'In. the world of mystery who is al- 
ways ready to send a message at her 
control's pleasure. 


Even in staid St. Louis where so- 
.ciety women 
are 
supposed to be 
very conservative, the 
ouija board 
bas been 
restored 
to favor while 


in 
New 
York 
and 
in 
various 
cities 
of the east 
it is quite 
the 
"i-ege." 


In St. Louis Mrs. John H. Curran 
has gotten into touch with one Pa- 
tience Worth of Spiritland and has 
transcribed more than 3U0,000 words 
through the ouija board, all of which 
will be published at some future 
date. 


Patience Worth is believed from 
her peculiar 
choice 
of words and 
phraseology to be a Colonial dame, 
who has been wandering about In 
space for a long time, 
burning to 
send her messages back to the mun- 
dane sphere yet finding no source of 
communication 
until 
Mrs. Curran 
bought 
a ouija 
board 
and com- 
menced taking messages. 
THROUGH 
CIKIOSITT. 


The board was purchased through 
curiosity. 
There is something fas- 
cinating about the tales told of the 
little board, whether they be true 
or false. 
It is known that a num- 
ber of people have asked the board 
to tell them in what land their dead 
relatives lingered and were shocked 
considerably when the naughty little 
board spelled out a word starting 
Avith an H and ending with an L. 
Many have thought that the words 
written by the board were the result 
of mc méritai influences of the per- 
son operating it while others have 
credited it with supernatural pow- 
ers. 


In the use of the board at the Cur- 
ran home, Mrs. Curran always is one 
of 
two 
whose 
hands are on the 
board. 
The latter is arranged on 
two wheels and has a pencil at the 
end. As the vibration of the fingers 
of the holders develops the pencil 
moves over a sheet of paper and 
prints numerals or letters of the al- 
phabet. 


While Mrs, Curran operates the 
board her husband transcribes 
the 
message as she reads it to him. 


The "Patience Worth" matter be- 
gan to be transcribed in June, 1913. 
Since that time Mrs. Curran has 
made public as the products of Pa- 
tience Worth a six-act pUy entitled 
"Red Wing," a novel called "Telka" 
and numerous verses, essays and 
bits of philosiphy. 


The quaint language of these writ- 
ings has probably attracted more at- 
tention than their literary merit, the 
latter being a matter of some dis- 
cussion. 
They 
are in an antique 
language, not the English of Chau- 
cer. 
Spenser or 
any 
other well- 


known classic English writer, but 
possibly 
more 
like 
the 
common 
speech of the English people of an 
early day. 


It is known to travelers that an 
antiqup, almost archaic, 
form - of 
English still is spoken in remote 
communities of England. There are 
districts of England whose inhabi- 
tants have great difficulty in under- 
standing or in making 
themselves 
understood by the coster-cockney 
class. 


Mrs. Curran, however, says she 
has no personal acquaintance with 
such speech and that she has not 
gone farther in her study of classic 
English than other well read per- 
sons. The language used by Patience 
Worth, she explains, is as strange 
to her as it is to others. 


Mrs. Curran recently gave to tlie 
Papyrus Club of St. Louis some of 
her messages from Patience Worth, 
one of them being a special message 
that Patience had sent the club. 
It 
read: 
PATIEJiCE WORTH'S 
MESSAGE. 


Good Dames and Sirrahs—At the 
board 
thou 
hast sat and 
eat of 
earth's grow. 
Aye, and now do ye 
eat o' the grow thou knowest not the 
rooting place 
of. 
Yea, thou shalt 
hark unto the word o' MEN, and yet 
they do to prate o' DAME. 
Ayea, 
and 
methinks 'tis a Avord aspoke 
amany, that be not the word that 
hid 'pon the tung, lest the Dame be 
offended! 


Aye, then come thou and sit 'bout 
the board, and thine ears shall hark 
unto the Avords o' me, and thou shalt 
see the cloth o' me the hands o' the 
loves o' me did to fashion out for 
me. Ayea, I then shall sit me meek, 
and thread me up a bobbins full for 
the next o' put.

Mrs. Curran told her audience of 
her first experiences with the ouija 


board and of the puzzling messages 
received. Later she used the board 
together 
with Mrs. Emily Grant' 
Hutchings and began to receive 
sentences Avhich formed maxims and 
philosophical 
paragraphs. 
Then 
came the announcement: 


"Many moons ago I lived. Patience 
Worth, my name. If thou shalt live 
then so shall I. I make my bread by 
thy hearth" 


The word "bread," Mrs. Curran 
later learned, referred to the literary 
products embodied in the messages. 
Mrs. Curran said she Avould not at- 
tempt 
to say 
Avhether 
Patience 
Worth was a spirit, but spoke of her 
as a beautiful personality, which had 
come to seem not a mystery but a 
fellowship. 


She said the messages came to her 
in daylight as well as at night and 
that there is no trance connected 
with them. 


"The words 
comc in sort of a 
rhythm," Mrs. Curran 
explained, 
"and I record just what comes 
whether Î understand 
it or not." 
Patience has been tested by more 
than 200 persons and her messages 
have never varied. A professor from 
the University 
of Indiana 
visited 
Mrs. Curran to investigate her com- 
munication With Patience Worth. 


William Marion Reedy, editor of 
the Mirror, and Caspar Yost, editor 
of a St. Louis newspaper, became ac- 
quainted with Patience Worth and 
both declare her genuine. Yost has 
described her as a "spinster of un- 
certain agej a writer, but a poet by 
preference. While the average spirit 
stalks dismal 
and wailing lugubri- 
ously through the finite world, Pa- 
tience comes with a laugh, Yost said. 
She remarks,"I be no sorry singer," , 
and proves it by many witticisms. 
EDITOR 
DESCRIBES HE». 


Reedy calls Patience's doctrines 


Panteistic. 


He describes her as follows: "She 
is a little Avoman, dressed In gray; 


Avith a little bonnet," ribbons coming 
dOAvn and tied under her chin. There 
are lines in her face, not the re- 
. Avritten Avrinkles of 
the smiles or 
her 
j'outh, but the results of ex- 
perience. 
Her eyes are brown like 
autumn leaves after a rain. She is 
between 45 and 50 years old, spright- 
ly, dainty, delicate. 


"She has stood beside the stock- 
ade helping a good man load a gur., 
while he defends the 
settlement 
against the savage horde of In- 
dians." 


Reedy 
said the 
theory was ad- 
vanced that she was killed in an In- 
dian massacre and" this question was 
asked of her. 
She intimated that 
something of this sort had happened 
to her and she Avas asked If she had 
not been taken captive oy the In- 
dians. 


"Nay, something worse," was her 
reply. 


"She speaks 
an English 
almost 
pure and undefiled," Reedy said of 
her.. "There is an absence from it 
of all the derivatives of France and 
Rome, and she rarely uses a Avord 
of more than tAvo syllables. Her an- 
swers aire direct and almost invari- 
ably in parables. 
She has respect 
for her interlocutor's intelligence." 


Reedy said she is not another 
Sappho, or George Elliott, or-Mrs. 
Humphrey 
nor a Sara Teas- 


dale. but rather echoes of all of the 
poets. He said there runs a consist- 
ent character throiigh her works arid

Indianapolis, Jan. 21.—Governor Rals-

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The Roosevelt Way. 


Upon the subject, "Fear God and Take Your Own Tart," Colo- 


"iiel Roosevelt delivered an impassioned address at Philadelphia 
Thursday night hefore the Americanization congress that is interest- 
ing and valuable as outlining the ex-president's views regarding the 
duty of-the United States in seeking a larger nationalism and in 
dealing with the problems raised by the war. Summarized, some of 
the points on which the colonel placed most emphasis were: 


"I do not believe in a large regular army. 
"There should he a great munitions plant in the southern iron 


fields. 


"Efiieiency can not be attained under forty-eight conflicting 


sovereignties. 


""We can uot pass prosperity around if it is not there to pass 


around. 


"Germany offers a striking example of national efficiency on a 


gigantic scale. 


"Germany's success in peace has been due to her insistence upon 


the very qualities which have made her successful in war. 


"The man who loves other nations as much as he docs his own 


country stands on a par with a man who loves other women as much 
as he does his own w tic. 


"The war has made it evident that treaties are worthless to pro- 


tect any nation unless backed up by armed force. Adcqtuitc pre- 
paredness is necessary. 


"During the last three years of American peace more of our citi- 


zens have been killed by Mexicans, Germans, Austrians and Haitians 
than were killed during the Spanish war. 


% "Germany has been far in advance of us in securing national co- 


hesion, in requiring both from the great employer and from the man 
who toils with his hands the fullest and most complete loyalty to the 
nation, 


"No commerce commission, or railway commission, or public 


utility commission is worth its salt unless it will stand unflinchingly 
against any popular clamor which prevents the corporation from get- 
ting ample profits. 


"Hen who do not understand how Germany's industrial system 


is worked speak as if it were all done only by supersision and inter- 
ference on the part of the government and in consequence by the de- 
struction of all individual initiative. This is not the fact. 


"I advocate universal military service because it would be a 


potent means of securing a quickened social conscience; because it 
would help ns greatly industrially, and because it would put us 
where, if necessary, we shall be able to defend ourselves against ag- 
gression." 


It is undoubtedly true that in the past few years a good deal of 


Ihe popular idolatry for Colonel Roosevelt has waned, and the Ameri- 
can people are not disposed to take him so seriously as was once their 
wont. His disposition for "seeing red" has isolated a great many of 
his former followers, yet as an. ex-president and as a conspicuous fig- 
ure in American life his views are not only interesting, hut they carry 
considerable weight. In his Philadelphia address Colonel Roosevelt 
has set them forth with amazing conciseness. He has gotten them off 
his mind, and he probably doesn't care a rap whether we agrce with 
him or not.

talked about a divorce and told her to 
jet a decree or he would, and threaten- 
ed to dispose of his property and leave 
the country so that she would be able 
to obtain none of his holdings. On one 
occasion, it is set out, lie took a revol- 
ver from a drawer and leftt-hn room 
with the declaration that he was going 
to commit suicide, returning shortly 
and saying he had tried to end his life 
hut thnt the weapon twice failed to gi' 
off. 
This conduct, she says, was de- 


rimed to harass and disturb her peace 
of mind and physical well-being and so 
worked upon her nervous and excitable 
state as to prostrate h«r.

THE SPIRIT OF LIFE. 


10ESSOX TEXT-Romans g-.lI-K. 
GOLDEN TEXT-As many as are lad by 


the spirit of God. these are the eons o! 
God.—Rom. 8:14. 


The connection of this lesson with 


the others of the series is in the fact 
that this chapter is a panegyric r«-1 
carding th-.- -ririt-filled life, the com-! 
ing or \vhirh we have so recently 
studied 
Rend prayerfully in this con- 


nection Gai. 5:22. 26. "We somehow 
feel tuat v,x- ought to study this entire 
chapter raU.er than that portion as- 
signed. The key to the whole is found 
;in verso thirty-seven. "We are more 
than conquerors." If conquerors, how 
.be more than conquerors? 
Very aim- 


'ple. Some victories leave the victor 
;so exhausted that he caimot possess 
aior enjoy his victory; not so the spirit- 
;fllled Christian for ho is "more than 
conqueror." 


Previously in this epistle the spirit 


Is mentioned but once (5:5); in this 
chapter he 
IB mentioned 
nineteen 


times. Over what is the spirit-filled 
imau conqueror? 


I. Over the Condemnation of Sin, j 


v. 1. The spirit-filled Christian lives' 
in another realm than that of the flesh 
(v. 9). The spirit removes us from 
the realm to that of the spirit, quick- 
ening us (i. e., making us alive -who 
were dead in sins) to condemn sin In 
the flesh and enabling us to "walk 
not after the flesh, but after th« 
spirit.'" 


II. Conquerors Over the Power and 


Dominion of Sin, vv. 2-4. While w« 
still have the body yet it is our priv- 
ilege, through the spirit's power at 
work within us, to put to death its 
deeds every day and each 'minute 
(Gal. 
5:1G, 22, 23). To live otherwise 


Is to displease God (v. S). Those who 
surrender their lives to the control of 
the indwelling spirit are "sons of God" 
and therefore "free from the law of 
eln and death" (v. 2), for the same 
spirit that "raised from the dead" 
(v. 11) not alone makes us sons but 
gives us the same power. 


I I I . Conquerors Over Fear, v. 15. 


'''he righteousness of the law is ful- 
1 l»«). in us "who walk not after the 


Vbut after the spirit" (v. 4) and 


' received the'"spirit of adop- 


pv i. e., being placed as sons) we 
u i. not before God in terror, nor 
Sh a a tyrant, or even ruler, but 


- - e-.-imi. i "Abba, my father." As "sons" 


•we. areispiritually minded and have 
"life and'*peace" (v. 6, Gal. 4:6). 


IV. 
Conquerors Over Suffering, v, 


18. We are joint heirs with Jesus "If 
BO be we'j suffer with him." 
Our posi- 


tion and.1 heirship in Christ Involves 
cur participation in his 
sufferings 


(Gal. 
G/17, II Tim. 2:11, 
12, Acts 


14:22). 'What we often call afflictions 
tire only discomforts and frequently 
the results of our own foolish care- 
lessness. But as contrasted with his 
glory there is no comparison! Only 
eternity will enable us to comprehend 
•what it means to be made perfect 
through suffering (Phil. 3:10, II Tim. 
2:12, Heb. 5:8). 
It we are heirs of 


all God has and all that God is, we 
are likewise an heir just as Christ is, 
and to the extent that Christ is an 
heir and hence to his sufferings (we 
Buffer with him) though we are even 
there more than conquerors for like 
him we too shall rise triumphant 
"over all things." 


V. Conquerors Over Vanity, v. 20. 


This glory is contrasted with the crea- 
tion now subject to vanity, but which 
Is in degradation by comparison. The 
creature (v. 21) (i. e., creation) was 
made subject not willingly but by rea- 
son of him who subjected it in hope 
that the creation should j'et be de- 
livered from the bondage to the prin- 
ciples of death and decay into the 
glorious liberty, or the liberty of the 
glory, of the children o£ God. 


VI. Conquerors Over Infirmities, v. 


26. The believer's all-sufficiency and 
perfect security in the Lord Jesus. We 
may not have all we want yet we have 
all we need (Phil. 4:19). This suffici- 
ency is in the privilege we possess in 
praying "according to the will of Sod" 
—we know not how to pray as we 
ought but the spirit maketh interces- 
sion for us (v. 26): so also Christ, 
"who is at the right hand of God," 
intercedes for us (v. 34). The spirit 
knows the mind of God the father, 
teaches us how to pray and at timns 
places a yearning in our hearts too 
deep for our own comprehension. 


Even God must search the heart to 


know the mind of the spirit (\. 27) 
and in this God does "exceeding 
abundantly above all that we ask or 
think" (Bph. 3:20). 


VII. Conquerors Over All Thing*, v. 


28. The crowning privilege the spirit- 
filled life has, is in knowing that all 
things work together for good and 
hence we are free from all possible 
anxiety of heart under any and all cir- 
cumstances. Whatever comes to me 
is a part of his "all things" and 
therefore i should be grateful because 
the outcome will be good. 
We are 


not tore-ordained to salvation irre- 
spective of what we may .he or do but 
we are fore-ordained as believers "to 
be conformed to the image of his 
Son1' (T. 29). Thus those who become 
candidates are tnose elected.

LYNCHEEB RAID 


SYLVESTER JAIL 


Morning Shows the Lifeless 


Forms Strung to Tree 


Near Starkville. 


Albany, Oa., Jan. 21.—Five negroes 


taken from the \Vorth county jail at 
Sylvester last night,' were hanged to 
ou« limb of a tree on the outskirts of 
Starkvillp, some time during the night. 
The 
bodies coutainiug 
many 
bulU-t 


holes, were cold when j'ouiid tliis morn- 
ing. 


Forty or fifty men acting with preci- 


sion indicative of carefully laid plans 
took the five negroes from the jail ami 
sped away iu automobiles. Tliev were 
being held in connection with tlie kill- 
ing of Sheriff Moreland, of Lee comity, 
at the hands 
of negroes during the 


C'hriitinaB holidays. 


Starkvillo is u hainlet tlircc 
miles 


'rom Leesburg, the county seat of Lee 
county. Cutting all wires" leading north 
'rom Sylvester was included iu 
the 


plans of the party. For that reason the 
"ate of the negroes was not definitely 
inown until hours after they had been 
lynched. 


Officers Are Seize 3. 


At 10 o'clock last night Sheriff L. A. 


Totts and his jailer at Sylvester were 
awakened by four or rive men who an- 
nounced that they had captured a negro 
mil wanted to place him in jail. They 
were admitted, bearing a negro bound 
ivith ropes. Suspecting nothing the officers 
watched the men as they calmly loosened 
the blinds. Suddenly the visitors seized 
the officers and took the keys to the 
cells. 
Several more automobiles were 


driven in front of the jail and the men 
in tin-in joined those who had preceded 
them. All who did not watch the two 
i,Hicer:-. helped get the negroes, who were 
rushed out of the jail, bundled into the 
machines and sturted north at a rapid 
pan1. The officers immediately 'attempt- 
ed to telephone to head- oil" the lynching 
party, but the wires had been cut.

pestiferous insects will be almost, if not 
entirely, missing from, this locality. 


The night of the 
bats will iwpn 


about February 15, and from then un- 
til April 30 they will fly about all night 
long, trailing and devouring mosquitoes. 
Dr. Campbell says that the more ma- 
laria, typhoid and - other germs a mos- 
quito carries, the .better the bat rjlishes 
it. •

U. S. Public Health Service 


is Showing Good 


Results. 


• Washington, Jan. 21.—Reduction or 
typhoid (ever and improvement in san- 
itary conditions have followed the in- j 
.tensive investigations of rural commu- 
nities carried on by the United State* 
public health service iu co-operation 
•with local and tttate health officers, ac- 
cording to the annual report of the 
surgeon central of that sen-ice. Dur- 
ing the past fiscal rear 16,369 rural 
homes in eight different states were 
visited and many of them re-visited. In 
each of these homes information w»» 
obtained as to the prevalence of disease 
and insanitary conditions and a. com-; 
plete sanitary survey of the premises J 
conducted. This was followed by re-! 
inspections to 
determine 
if remedial j 


measures had been instituted. In but a j 
relatively small percentage of the caawj 
did the persons concerned, after hiving; 
their attention drawn to the danger of a j 
particular unhygienic condition, fail to 
inaugurate corrective measures. 
Stim- 


ulus was Riven to the work by means 
of public lect-ires, the formation of m- 
tive sanitary organizations and the en- 
listinjt of all public spirited citizens in 
the 
campaigns 
for 
reform. 
Public 


buildings were also inspected and local 
authorities given expert advice in solv- 
ing such aanitary problems as the dis- 
posal of excreta, the prevention of soil 
pollution and the maintenance of pure 
water supplies. 


The surveys made during the year 


1914 
had shown that in rural commu- 


nities less than one per cent, of the 
homes had sanitary toilets and that 
more than fifty per cent, of the people 
were using water from polluted sources. 
This condition, according to the public 
health service, made the rural sani- 
tation question loom large among the 
matters vitally affecting the welfare of 
the nation. Following these studies and 
as a result of the interest aroused, the 
typhoid fever rate, an excellent indi- 
cator of the sanitary status of a, com- 
munity, has in some places frequently 
been cut to one-quarter of its previous 
figure. In Berkeley county, West Vir- 
ginia, the cases of typhoid fever were

Long condemned by religious as 


the direct agency of satan and by 
skeptics as-the toy of the supersti- 
tious, the ouija board is being re- 
stored to its own former popularity- 
through the curiosity of society wo- 
men. 


la many parts of the country so- 


ciety women are devoting their time 
to'"communicating" with spirits in 
the other world. 


Many strange results or such com- 


munications are reported and a so- 
ciety woman is unhappy indeed if 
she hasn't at least one good spirit 
in the world of mystery who is al- 
ways ready to send a message at her 
Bontrol'B pleasure. 


Even in staid St. Louis -where so- 
:ietr women arc supposed to be 
very conservative, the ouija board

In-St. Louis Mrs. John H. Currau 


has gotten into touch with one Pa- 
tience AVortli of Spiritland and has 
transcribed more than 300,000 words 
through the ouija board, all of which 
will be published at some future 
date. 


Patience Worth . is believed from 


her peculiar choice of -^ords and 
phraseology to be a Colonial dame, 
who has been wandering about In 
space for a long time, burning to 
send her messages back to the mun- 
dane -sphere yet finding no source of 
communication until Mrs. Curran 
bought a ouija board and com- 
menced taking messages. 
THROUGH 
CURIOSITY. 


The board was purchased through 


curiosity. There is something fas- 
cinating about the tales told of the 
little board, whether they bo true 
or false. It is known that a num- 
ber of people have asked the board 
to tell them in what land their dead 
relatives lingered and were shocked 
considerably when the naughty little 
board' spelled out a word starting 
with an H and ending with an L. 
Many have thought that the words 
•written by the board were the result 
of the mental influences of the per- 
son operating it while others have 
credited it with supernatural pow- 
ers. 


In the use of the board at the Cur- 


ran home, Mrs. Curran always is one 
of two whose hands are on the 
board. 
The latter is arranged on 


two wheels and has a pencil at the 
end. As the vibration of the fingers 
of the holders develops the pencil 
moves over a sheet of paper and 
prints numerals or letters of the al- 
phabet. 
- While Mrs. . Curran operates the 
board her husband transcribes tno 
message as she reads it to him. 


The "Patience Worth" matter be- 


gan to be transcribed in June, 1813. 
Since that time Mrs. Curran has 
made public as the products of Pa- 
tience Worth a six-act play entitled 
"Red Wing," a novel called "Telka" 
and numerous verses, essays and 
bits of philosiphy. 


The quaint language of these writ- 


ings has probably attracted more at- 
tention than their literary merit, the 
latter being a matter of some dis- 
cussion. 
They are in an antique 


language, not the English of Chau- 
cer. Spenser or any other well-

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known classic; English writer, but 
possibly more like the common 
speech of the English people o£ an 
early day. 


It is known to travelers that an 


antique, almost archaic, 
form 
of 


English still is spoken in remote 
communities of England. There are 
districts of England whose inhabi- 
tants have great difficulty in under- 
standing or in making themselves 
understood by the coster-cockney 
class. 


Mrs. Curran, however, says she 


has no personal acquaintance with 
such speech and that she has not 
gone farther in her study of classic 
English than other well read per- 
sons. The language used by Patience 
Worth, 'she explains, is as strange 
to her as it is to others. 


Mrs. Curran recently gave to the 


. Papyrus Club of St. Louis some of 
her' messages from 'Patience Worth 
one o£ them being a special message 
that Patience had sent the club. It 
read: 
PATIENCE WORTH'S 
MESSAGE. 


Good Dames am! Sirrahs At the 


board thou hast sat and eat of 
earth's grow. Aye, and now do ye 
eat o' the grow thou knowest not the 
rooting place of. Yea, thou shalt 
nark unto the word o' MEN,'and yet 
they do to prate o' DAME. Ayea 
and methinks 'tis a word aspokc 
amany, that be not the word that 
hid 'pon the tung, lest the Dame be 
offended! 


Aye, then come thou and sit 'bout 


the board, and thine.ears shall hark 
unto the words o' me, and thou shalt 
see the cloth o' me the hands o' the 
loves o' me did to fashion out for 
me.

Mrs. Curran told her audience of 


her first experiences with the ouija 


board and of the puzzling messages 
received. Later she used the'board 
together with Mrs. Emily Grant 
Hutchings and began to receive 
sentences which formed maxims and 
philosophical 
paragraphs. 
Then 


came the announcement: 


"Many moons ago I lived. Patience 


Worth, my name. 'It thou shalt live 
then BO. shall I. I make my bread by 
thy hearth" 


The word "bread," Mrs. Curran 


later learned, referred to the literary 
products embodied in the messages. 
Mrs. Curran said she would not at- 
tempt 
to say 
whether 
Patience 


Worth was a spirit, but spoke of her 
as a beautiful personality, which had 
come to seem not a mystery but a 
fellowship. 


She said the messages came to her 


in daylight as well as at night and 
that there is no trance connected 
with them. 


"The words come in sort of a 


rhythm," Mrs. Currau explained, 
"and I record just what comes 
whether I .understand 
it or not." 


Patience has been tested by more 
than 200 persons and her messages 
have never varied. A professor from 
the University of Indiana visited 
Mrs. Curran to investigate her com- 
munication with Patience Worth. 


William Marion Reedy< editor of 


the Mirror, and Caspar Yost, editor 
of a St Louis newspaper; became ac- 
quainted with Patience Worth and 
both declare her genuine. Yost has 
described her as a "spinster of un- 
certain age; a writer, but a poet by 
preference. While the average spirit 
stalks dismal and wailing lugubri- 
ously through the finite world, J'a- 
tlence comes with a iaugh, Yost said. 
She remarks, "I be no sorry singer," 
and proves it by many witticisms.

Reedy calls Patience's doctrines 


Pauteistic. 


He describes her as follows: "She 


is a little woman, dressed In gray; 
with a little bonnet, ribbons coming 
down and tied under her chin. Thcro 
are lines in her face, not the re- 
written wrinkles of the smiles or 
her 
youth, but the results of ex- 


perience. Her eyes are .browu like 
autumn leaves after a rain. She is 
between 45 and 50 years bid, spright- 
ly, dainty, delicate. 


"She has stood beside the stock- 


ade helping a good man load a gus, 
while he defends . the 
settlement 


against the savage horde of In- 
dians." 


Reedy said the theory was ad- 


vanced that she was killed in an In- 
dian massacre and this question was 
asked of her. 
She intimated that 


something of this sort had happened 
to her and she-was asked if she had 
not been'taken captive t>y the in- 
uians. 


"Nay, something worse," was her 
reply. 


"She speaks an English 
almost 


pure and undefiled," Reedy said of 
her. 
"There is an absence from it 


of all the derivatives of France and 
Rome, and she rarely uses a word 
of more than two syllables. Her an- 
swers are direct and almost invari- 
ably in parables. 
She 'has respect 


for her interlocutor's intelligence." 


Reedy said she is not another 


Sappho, or George 'Elliott, or Mrs. 
Humphrey ward nor a Sara Teas- 
dale, but rather echoes of all of the 
poets. He said there runs a consist- 
ent character through her works and 
in two years she has.not gotten "out 
of character."
